SUEZ CANAL TO BE WIDENED 


Engineering Scheme For Thii» Pur- 


Thfi Suez canal is to be deepened and 


widened if Mr. Linden W. Bntes, the 
London hydraulic engineer who ia now 
at SUCK, reports that the work can be 
done within a. reasonable figure, says 
the London Express, The canal com- 
pany hopes that the great waterway 
can be enlarged by the use of dredges, 
•which are comparatively inexpensive. 
There is great need of more room in 
the channel, for ships bare been grow- 
ing ever greater, while the canal has 
remained tTuc-hanged. 


BIr. Bntes, who Is now going over the 


canal, is en route to Queensland, for 
whose government he has ball t three 
colossal dredges on the Tyne. These 
are to be used in clearing the harbors 
of Queensland of mud and .detritus. 
The largest of tbe trio is the Hercules, 
a seagolrigr dredge of 5,000 horsepower, 
and by permission^of. the Queensland 
government it will be held In the canal 
for a time ami experiments made un- 
der the direction of Mr. Bates. If it 
proves that dredging is a satisfactory 
'.method of enlarging the waterway be- 
tween the lied Sea and the Mediterra- 
nean, the Suez Canal company will pro- 
ceed forthwith to arrange for improve-
